The  Editorial 


"New*^  College  far  from 
Progressive

Once  again,  xhis  Editor  has  to  question  whether  New  College  Is  an  ap- 
propriate home  for  the  Women's  Studies  program.  Last  year  New  Col- 
lege Orientation  Co-ordinators  hired  a  stand-up  comedian  to  perform 
during  Frosh  Week,  who  bombarded  rww  students  with  vulgar  jokes  pri- 
marily about  sex  and  often  at  the  expense  of  women.  Hb  act  Included  a 
bit  on  wtwres,  arwi  climaxed  (no  pun  Intended)  with  his  Imitation  of  tfie 
sour>d  his  wife  makes  when  he  ejaculates  on  her  stomach.  Akhough  the 
people  wtro  hired  this  man  claimed  that  his  aa  did  rwit  include  such  rna- 
terial  when  he  was  hJred,  ttie  fact  remains  that  several  upper  year  stu- 
dents watched  the  performance  without  stopping  him.  Needless  to  say, 
many  new  students  were  oHcnded.  Insulted  and  just  plain  angry.  While 

diis  type  of  comedy  Is  Inappropriate  lor  any  college's  or  faculty's  orlenta-   

tk)n  week,  it  is  especially  appalling  that  this  anti-feminist  activity  was  not  pre-empted  or  at  least  cut  short  by  the  college  which  is 
home  to  the  Won>en's  Studies  Program.  Unfortunately,  tfte  sexist  sentiment  wfiich  was  alkTwed  to  be  voiced  here,  is  rwt  an 
isolated  incident  at  New  College. 

k  has  recently  come  to  the  Editor's  attemkm  that  tlie  Now  College  Residence  discriminates  against  vromen.  New  College  has 
two  Residences:  the  male  resk^ence  Is  In  Wetmore  Hall,  the  female  relkJerKe  is  in  WUson  Half  In  an  ugly  Ironic  twist.  New 
College  students  report  that  double  ocojparKy  roonris  at  Wttson  Hall  are  on  average  forty  percem  siTialter  than  those 
HaB.  The  square  footage  of  rooms  in  Wilson  Hall  b  even  further  reduced  by  large  and  awkwardly  placed  built-in  closets,  while 
students  In  Weorwre  Hall  have  movable  wardrobes.  Students  living  In  Wilson  Klall  must  sleep  on  bunkbods.  Students  fiving  in 
Wetmore  Hall  sleep  on  single  beds.  Residence  fees  at  Wilson  and  Wetmore  Hall  are  Wentlcal.  Why  b  it  tha  New  College  dwiks 
women  rteed  less  physkal  space  than  menF 

In  contrast  to  the  broad,  spadous  desks  at  Wetmore  Hall,  the  desks  in  Wilson  Hall  are  barely  lar^  erxxigh  to  accomodate  a 
pcrsorul  computer.  There  is  no  room  (or  writing  or  layit^  down  papers  of  any  kind.  There  is  also  little  space  in  the  room  to 
store  textbooks.  The  study  atmosphere  is  further  reduced  by  die  fact  that  the  two  ctalrs  at  die  desk  are  directly  slde-by-skic. 
Students  studying  simultaneously  run  the  risk  of  bumping  each  other's  elbows.  Simply  stated:  the  roortB  at  Wilson  HaD  are  not 
conduch«  to  an  academic  atmosphere — there  Is  no  doubt  that  students  IMng  In  these  quarters  are  academkslly  disadvantaged. 
Why  is  It  tiiat  women  are  rotegated  to  these  rooms?  Does  New  College  think  tfut  women  don't  need  to  study?  Is  New  College 
perpetuating  the  king  discarded  myth  that  women  do  not  attend  university  to  study,  but  rather  to  find  husbands?  Perhaps  this  Is 
the  reason  that  large  ckuels  are  of  such  Importance  and  desk  space  is  a  secondary  issue. 

I  reallie  that  the  reskiefKes  were  designed  and  built  a  few  decades  ago.  aixi  that  the  men's  and  women's  residences  were 
designated  as  such  In  that  time  perioo  Surely,  a  blind  adherence  to  tradltk>n  must  be  the  reason  why  New  College  has  not 
ceased  referring  to  Wilson  Hall  as  thu  female  rcsWence.  and  Wetmore  Hall  as  the  male  residence.  But  what  kind  ol  message  Is 
New  College  sending  to  its  femak:  .ttudents?  Admiuedly.  both  reskieiKes  are  primarily  co-ed  at  present:  two  ol  six  Iloors  in 
Wilson  Hall  are  fcirukj  only,  and  of  the  four  floors  In  Wetmore  Hall,  only  one  Is  designated  solely  for  males.  But.  by  continuing  to 
regard  and  achrertlse  the  Inferior  Wilson  Hall  to  be  the  wonKn's  resWence,  New  College  Is  irudvertendy  undermining  tlietr 
position  as  home  to  the  Worrwn's  Studies  Program.  It  seems  to  this  Editor  that  New  CoNcgc  neither  sadsHes  its  role  as  host  of 
the  Women's  Studies  Program,  nor  lives  up  to  the  prtsgressive  attitudes  whkJi  are  ImpTied  in  Its  name.  If  New  College  were  truly 
progressive,  it  wouW  have  discontinued  this  anti-femlnlst  discrimination  a  king  tkne  ago.  Perhaps  It's  ome  (or  New  College  to 
consider  a  name  change.

Not  siffpnsingJy,  most  newspaper  folk  objected  to 
the  "Campus  Mecfia  Top  Ten  Ust"  by  former  Garg  etfitors  Beth  Lord  and  Mark  Pupo.  as  well  as  the  lesser  read 
Campus  Medti  ratings  towards  the  back  of  the  hanc&ook.  The  seK-prodaimed  purpose  of  the  >>^nity  Student 
HantSxiok  b  to  be  an  Introductory  gukle  to  UofT  and  Toronto  for  new  students,  written  from  a  student  [per- 
spective. My  probtem  with  this  pubKcatkxi  (and  1  am  not  the  onfy  person  who  feels  this  way)  is  that  the 
introckiction  new  stuctents  get  to  campus  media  ts  so  negative  that  rt  potentially  discourages  r>ew  writers  and 
readers  ....  and  It  often  does  so  imttrty.  BeskJes,  quality  and  content  of  a  newspaper  changes  with  res  staff  and 
budget.  These  changes  are  especially  frequent  In  campus  media— editors  hardly  tast  the  school  year. 
Several  people  wearing  knowing  smirks  have  already  run  to  me  and  eagerly  asked  my  optnkw  of  the  Herald's 
revtew.  For  aU  of  you  who  have  not  had  the  courage  to  ask  mo  personalty,  I  think  it's  hilarious,  and  quite  frankly, 
not  all  that  off  the  mark,  Ahhough  I  can't  say  the  review  accurately  describes  the  publkation  this  year,  th*  \nnis 
Herald  certamly  tfid  have  some  layout  problenu  bst  year,  and  did  suffer  from  die  last-minute  syndrome  The 
HeraWreviewboottheoiixof  my  irTTtatk>n  with  chkpctbiicatk)^  in  fact  Pm  dmlled  that  the  Herald  recicved 
the  nivnber  six  spot  in  the  review.  (Although  my  enthusiasm  b  somewhat  dampened  by  the  faa  that  a  paper 
which  the  revieswers  vkrit  to  never  having  seen,  Trinity's  Saharae.  finished  in  the  seventh  spot).  Certainly 
other  newspapers  have  a  Ur  p-eabv  ri^  to  comptain  of  theb*  treatment.  The  review  of  the  Mike  does  not 
centre  on  the  merits  of  the  paper,  instead  it  ^vcs  a  good  <hTjbbing  to  the  CathoTic  reUgkin;  the  Newspaper  the 
onV  other  nofvtx?tlege-al!r!iated  paper  gets  a  shameful  beating  simply  because  it  is  d>e 
holds  a  (fiflereftt  political  view  than  the  Varsity.  Interesdngty,  the  Newspaper  is  criticized  for  "pret&xfmg  to  be 
'objective"'.  I  suppose  In  contrast  xo  the  >Arsity — which  brings  me  to  my  main  concern. 
The  NAirsity  pnesents  itseK  as  an  objective  newspaper  during  the  school  year.  Students  who  want  "the  facts" 
about  campus  politics  read  the  ^^rsity — and  they  foolishly  believe  everything  whk:h  this  pubHcation  prints. 
By  publishing  the  "Media  Top  Ten  Ust"  in  the  Varsity  Student  Handbook,  the  \^tty  undermines  their  po$ick>n 
as  an  objective  neM/spapcr.  My  only  hope  is  that  other  students  will  realize  this.  Naturally,  it  is  impossible  for 
any  media  to  be  objeorve;  but  by  acoislng  the  Nesvspaper  of  faitirig  to  be  ob}ective,  ^ 
This  dearly  manipulative  rhetorical  technique  is  embiemaiic  of  the  Vary's  editorial  policy.  Let's  kwk  at  an- 
other example  of  the  ^rsfty's  manipulative  |oumaltstlc  style.  The  Campus  Media  Top  Ten  list  is  both  prefaced 
and  fdkTWed  by  dJsdaJmers.  stating  that  the  opinions  expressed  within  are  based  because  they  have  been 
written  by  recent  ex-Gargoyle  editors  and  "do  not  necessarily  reflect  those  of  the  Varsity  Soff".  Then  why 
print  them?  Why  would  the  \^rslty  not  want  to  make  its  own  campus  media  list  reflecting  its  own  opintons  and 
tastes  in  Its  own  publication?  Smells  very  much  to  nw  like  the  self-proclaimed  "controversia)  and  progressive" 
N^rsity  is  too  dvckertshit  to  take  cre<fit  for  the  propoganda  they  spread. 

And  so.  in  order  to  eiact  a  petty  and  immature  revenge,  I  have  re-written  the  review  of  the  Varsity  found  in  its 
Student  Handbook  in  the  same  style  in  which  it  was  printed,  according  to  my  own  biased  opinion. 
3.  TheN^rsity 

The  Nfersity  is  UofTs  nxst  comprehensive  reportage  of  news  and  politically  charged  campus-wide  student 
Issues.  A  breeding  ground  for  serious  ugly  hair  and  teeth-pulling  (ourmlism.  The  news  section  ts  leftist,  and 
pretends  to  focus  on  student  perspective,  but  represents  only  a  narrow  segment  of  student  perspective.  Think 
of  the  Varsity  as  the  Globe  and  Mail  of  the  U  of  T  community,  onty  take  away  some  of  d>e  quality,  and  add  even 
greater  |oitfnallstk:  pretetcions  and  the  gratuituous  use  of  "big"  words. 

EDlTOfUAL  POUCY:  Sets  the  standard  from  w^tch  other  campus  papers  thankfully  deviate.  The  Varsity  is 
controvert  only  in  the  sense  that  N^rsity  reporters  have  a  bad  habit  of:  a)  interviewing  people  without  seating 
that  they  are  doing  so,  thcneby  surprising  and  sorrvebnDes  angering  the  interviewee  when  he/she  sees  the  article 
b)  consistently  taking  words  and  phrases  out  of  context  and  publishing  them  as  such,  consequently  falsely  attrib- 
uting Ideas  and  thoughts  to  the  hapless  victims  who  get  in  tiieir  way,  c)  (related  to  b))  convementiy  hearing  and 
recording  only  those  comments  which  coindde  with  their  pre-formed  judgements  6  h  leftist  polioca)  philoso- 
phy when  conducting  interviews,  d)  basking  only  in  rwgaiive  coverage  and  either  failing  to  foltow  up  on  issues 
and  incidents  when  they  have  been  made  right,  or  doing  so  so  far  after  the  faa  dut  no  one  can  recall  what  the 
hell  they  are  talking  about,  and  no  one  cares  any  tonger.  This  results  in  their  often  infuriating  unrversity  admin- 
istration and  coimdess  others. 

LOOKS:  Generally  a  bland,  yet  clean  layout.  Looks  like  the  seriously  boring  newspaper  It  Is, 
DO  THEY  WANT  YOU:  Absolutelyf  If  your  onty  creative  outlet  is  manipulating  both  tejct  and  fact  to  Ot  the 
Varsity's  Weotogtcal  profile.  Look  out  for  mass  recruitment  sessions  early  in  the  school  term.  Expect  a  mass  of 
clone-ltke  zombies  to  descer>d  upon  you  chanting  "Wc  hate  Mike  Harris.  We  hate  everything,  but  weVe  rx>t 
programmed  to  offer  ahfimative  solutkxu  to  anything  we  complain  about-"  Although  I've  never  met  her,  I  don't 
doubt  that  Editor  Meg  MuT>hy  fcs  friendly  as  can  be.  and  Is  easiiy  reached  at  the  Varsity  nwttion  at  44  St,  George 
St.  or  at  979-283 1 .  How  rise  can  she  recruit  the  next  batch  of  dones? 
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DO  THE  WRITE  THING 

Everything  You  Ever  Wanted  to  Know,  but  were  Afraid  to  Ask

The  Innb  College  Writing  Centre  i\  the 
oldest  writing  lab  at  the  University  of 
Toronto.  It  has  five  enthusiastic  and 
experienced  tutors,  numerous  satisfied 
clients,  and  it  is  a  free  service.  Yet,  some 
students  are  still  afr^  to  cake  advantage  of 
its  services.  In  order  to  dispel  this  fear  and 
provide  answers  to  some  of  the  most 
common  questions  and  concerns.  I  have 
interviewed  Roger  Greenwald,  director  of 
the  Innis  Writing  Centre, 

Many  students  arc  concerned  that  there  may 
be  some  so/t  o^* negative  stigma  attached  to 
attending  the  writing  centre.  They  worry  that 
if  their  professors  find  out.  they  may  regard 
them  as  dumb,  and  may  judge  their  work 
occcfdingiy. 

"The  fact  Is  that  appointments  at  the  Writing 
lab  are  conftdential,  which  means  that  aside 
from  the  student  and  the  tutors,  no  one  is 
allowed  to  have  access  to  or  read  the  record 
card,  if  a  profe^or  should  call  and  ask  ^>out 
a  student  for  some  reason,  for  example  if 
the  student  asks  for  an  extension,  the  writing 
lab  can  only  tell  the  professor  whether  the 
studenthadanappointmentand v^>en.  The 
student  must  give  his  or  her  permission  to 
release  more  information." 
Roger  assures  us  that  there  is  no  negative 
stigma  attached  to  attending  the  writing 
centre,  and  In  fact,  it  is  just  the  opposite. 
"Professors  regard  visits  to  the  Writing 
Centre  as  evidence  of  student  motivation: 
they  therefore  see  this  as  a  posittve  piece  of 
news,  not  a  negative  one.  In  fact,  if  a  student 
has  asked  for  an  extension,  evidence  that  he 
cr  she  has  begun  work  on  the  essay  supports 
the  student's  request.  The  bottom  line  is 
that  professors  like  to  get  good  essays,  so 
they  are  very  happy  when  they  see  the 
Writing  Centf^e  helping  students  writs  better 
essays!" 

Many  students.  especiaUy  those  who  earned 
/i(gh  marks  in  hrg/j  school,  or  ore  doing  wcil  in 
university  courses,  wonder  if  they  have  much 
to  gain  from  using  the  Writing  Centre. 
In  response  to  these  doubts,  Roger  has  two 
answers.  He  reminds  first-year  students  that 
they  will  almost  ineviobly  have  a  shock  when 
they  get  their  first  essays  back.  The  Writing 
Centre  can  functkjn  as  preventive  medicine. 


A  writing  lab  session  is  like  a  trial  run;  it  gives 
students  a  chance  to  get  reactions  and 
criticisms  of  their  work  from  a  faculty 
member  tn  advance  of  submitting  iL 
To  those  students  who  already  have 
experience  writing  for  university  level 
courses,  Roger  responds  with  the  age-old 
adage  "There  is  always  room  for 
inr^provement".  He  adds:  "trea/ize  that  this 
is  an  Idealistic  answer,  but  vrtHting  essays  is 
not  just  a  test  of  what  you  tave  learned,  it  Is 
part  of  the  teaming  process".  Roger  Issues 
a  warning  particutarly  ainrwd  at  students  who 
write  well  and  get  good  grades,  but  use  their 
writing  skills  intuitively:  "Some  people  may 
not  even  make  an  outline;  they  plan  essays 
intheirheads.  But  when  you  come  to  write 
more  complex  and  longer  essays,  as  in 
upper-year  courses.  It  becomes  more 
difficult  to  do  that  without  any  paper- 
organizing  skills".  At  an  advanced  level, 
people  also  need  to  deploy  editing  and 
writing sWlls consciously.  Rnally.Rogergives 
us  ail  a  practical  and  trutli^l  reminder — "the 
more  aware  you  are  of  why  you've  written 
a  piece  a  certain  way,  the  more  easily  you 
vkfill  be  able  to  defend  it". 
Ofien  students  hove  no  idea  how  to  prepare 
themseh/es  for  a  Writing  Centre  appointment. 
"You  don't  need  to  prepare  at  all  to  go  to 
the  Writing  Centre;  all  you  need  to  do  is 
what  you  woutd've  done  anyway  to  wm'te 
the  assignment.  You  can  come  at  any  stage 
in  the  writing  process  when  you  want 
feedback,  criticism  or  help.  The  work  chat 
arises  from  a  writing  centre  appointment  is 
Uie  work  you  do  after  it,  based  on  what  we 
show  you  during  the  session,  not  on  anything 
before  it". 

You  don't  even  need  to  wait  until  you  get  an 
assignment.  You  can  get  a  Writing  Fitness 
Assessment  by  bringing  an  oW  assignment, 
either  from  high  school  or  university,  to  the 
Writing  Lab  for  evaluation.  The  tutor  will 
point  out  your  areas  of  strength  and  areas 
fw  improvement,  as  vreil  as  preview  how 
the  Writing  Centre  can  help  you  this  year. 
Students  wonder  about  the  qualifications  of  the 
writing  tutors.  In  particular,  many  students  fear 
being  falsely  directed  in  t/ie/r  assignments  by 
lab  tutors  who  may  not  know  the  professor  or 
the  course,  or  who  are  not  too  ivtowtedgeabfe 


in  the  student's  field  of  study. 
Rogu"  sees  this  as  a  le^timate  concern:  "The 
first  thing  we  want  to  see  is  the  assignment 
sheet  in  order  to  understand  what  the 
course  fnscructor  \s  asking  you  to  do.  Where 
there  seems  to  be  doubt,  we  ask  the  student 
to  ask  the  professor.  We  do  not  impose  our 
own  interpretations.  Fur^rmore,  if  the 
student  tells  us  that  the  prof  Is  this  way  or 
thax  way,  we  try  to  help  the  student  write  in 
the  way  that  is  called  for."  Roger  reminds 
us  that  no  two  faculty  members  evaluate  a 
piece  of  work  in  the  same  way.  "There  is 
ahvays  a  possibiSty,  however  sli^  chat  the 
tutor  wilt  chink  the  essay  ts  good,  and  that 
the  professorwill  not  agree".  The^^eatest 
source  of  variation  In  marking  papers, 
according  to  Roger,  is  the  difference  In  the 
weighting  of  certain  elements.  Some 
professors  place  9-eat^  emphasis  on  writir^ 
styte  and  technkjue,  while  others  see  the 
content  as  more  important.  Roger  n^es  it 
clear  that  the  writing  tutors  never  estimate 
grades,  because  they  don't  pretend  co  have 
con>pecence  In  the  subject  area,  which  is 
often  a  large  component  of  the  grade. 
However,  "the  tutors  arc  gcneralists  vrbo 
have  broad  famidaricy  with  work  In  many 
fields,  and  when  it  comes  to  writing,  th^ 
arc  all  experts".  (You  can  read  brief 
biographies  of  ail  the  Uitors  on  the  Writing 
Centre's  web  page)  You  are  always 
welcome  to  ask  for  an  appointment  v/rth  a 
particular  tutor. 

Mony  students  feel  insecure  about  showing 
their  writing  to  t/M  Writing  Centre  Tutors  ond 
receiving  harsh  criticism  about  their  work. 
Roger  explains  tfiat  "tutors  are  hired  not  just 
for  their  editorial  skills,  but  also  for  their 
ability  to  communicaCe  with  students  and  be 
supportive.  There  will  be  some  tough 
criticism,  but  it  is  constructive",  Roger 
emphasiies  that  the  Writing  Centre  is  an 
academic  support  service.  "Everyone  is 
insecure  about  writing.  Pec^leintheVWting 
Centre  are  not  there  to  judge  you.  We're 
the  students'  allies,  their  partners".  The 
Writing  Centre  also  offers  technk^ues  to  help 
students  who  have  writer's  block,  or  are  just 
frazzled.

Harold  Adams  Innis

Why  would  a  new  student  (or  In  my  case,  transfer  student)  choose  Innis  College  as  academic  HQ?  Because  of  its  academic 

status?  Its  friendly  atnDosphere?  The  comfort^le  couches?  Or  on  the  basis  of  a  haK-remembercd  Canadian  history  course 

where  Harold  Adams  Innis*  "Staples  Thesis"  w^s  engraved  into  my  rebellious  mind? 

My  old  history  professor  REALLY  admired  the  Staples  Thesb. 

So  hen  1  am. 

Innis 

However,  tnnis  was  known  for  nwre  than  just  one  thesis.  According  to  Professor  Roger  Wendeau,  a  former  Canadian 
history  professor  turned  academic  writing  counselor(?),  Innls  was  a  famous  historian,  economist  and  comnrmnkations  expert. 
"He  was  an  internationally  recognized  scholar  and  his  work  has  endured  ar»d  Influenced  the  work  of  many  other  scholars," 
Bom  in  1894  in  a  small  Ontario  ccwncy.  Innis  was  educated  at  McMaster  University  and  the  University  of  Chicago.  He 
became  the  head  of  the  Political  Economy  Department  at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1 937.  At  his  death,  he  left  behind 
numerous  books  and  an  unfinished  manuscript.  His  interests  ranged  from  history,  economy  and  communications.  In  the 
academic  world,  he  was  and  remains,  an  intemarionaiiy  famous  scholar. 
History  and  Economics 

His  work  helped  shape  the  Canadian  identity;  his  books  on  the  fur.  fish  and  lumber  trade  Influenced  the  way  Canadians 
perceived  themselves.  Innis  Insisted  that  Canada  think  of  itself  as  an  east-west  economy  Instead  an  extension  or  the  United 
States. 

Communlcatiora 

Innls  was  not  only  interested  in  the  economy  and  the  politics  of  his  period,  but,  said  Riendeau,  he  was  also  fascinated  "vWth 
the  rote  of  communication  technolo^es  In  the  devetopm^it  of  Western  culture."  His  books  on  this  topic  are  widely 
known.  Hfs  name  was  often  linked  to  his  colleague  Marshall  McLuhan.  conskiered  the  "guru  of  communkiadon."  according 
to  Riendeau. 
Why  Innls  College? 

When  names  for  Innts  College  were  considered,  the  decision  was  made  to  nan%e  It  after  a  famous  University  of  Toronto 
person,  said  Riendeau.  That  year,  1962  was  the  1 0th  anniversary  of  Innis'  death  and  his  "memory  was  fresh  In  people's 
minds,"  he  adds. 
Presently 

Besides  the  uplifting  pictures  suspended  from  the  hallowed  rafters  of  Innis.  the  college  also  has  a  plaque  commemorating  its 
patron.  It's  to  the  right  of  dw  main  entrance  which  I  of  course  (ah-hem)  ahvays  notice  when  walking  past.  As  well,  the 
Harold  Innis  Foundatkjn  sponsors  scholarships  for  graduates  and  undergraduates  and  encourages  publications  and  conferences 
on  his  work. 
Staples  TThesIs 

As  for  the  infamous  Staples  Thesis;  according  to  my  history  prof.,  it  was  a  theory  that  the  Canadian  economy  was  founded 
on  such  staples  as  timber,  fur  and  ftsh.

Duran  Duran,  Tribute  Album:  Release  Date  Oct.  7,  1997

Okay,  something  really  exciting  happens  to  rrw  v^en  I  listen  to  this  album — my  Tetris-playing 
abilities  are  hei^tened.  I've  been  scoring  about  1 000  pants,  hl^ier  tfun  usual  when  1  use  this 
album  as  background  music.  Listening  to  Duran  Duran  and  therrfjy  het^tentng  my  ability  to 
play  Tetris  while  procrastinating  has  always  been  a  personal 
goal.  My  life  is  certainly  a  littie  nwre  exciting  lately.  Self 
interest  aside,  however,  this  is  ai  entertaining  album.  It's 
not  for  those  of  you  who  frequent  retro-nights  on  Adelaide  Ifc 
Street — you  should  buy  the  original,  idon'twant  to  diminish 
the  worth  of  the  true  Duran  Duran;  after  all.  they  are  the 
original  stupid  boys  with  bad  haircuts  from  Britain  (they  beat 
out  sucky  Oasis  by  a  good  1 5  years).  You  should  understand 
that  this  album  is  a  total  departure  from  their  style.  It's  not 
about  Nick  or  Sinron,  or  their  eyeliner,  it's  about  punk  and 
skaand hardcore thra^ versions ofAWewtooK///,  Andldig 
it. 

Gotdfinger's  Hio  Is  sweeL  The  verse  is  punk,  the  chorus  is  ska,  and  the  song  fini^ies  off  with  a 
big  fat  screaming  Guns  N'Roses  ending:  "her  name  is  Rio  and  she  dances  on  the  saaaand".  It  left 
me  begging  for  a  litde  Sweet  Child  o'Mine,  "Do  dododo  dododo  do  do"  is  a  really  popular  lyric 
through  Duran  Duran's  repetoire  and  Reel  Big  Fish  ^ves  this  a  nice  twist  in  Hungry  Like  a  Wolf. 
It's  so  money  that  you  wouldn't  fucking  bdteve  it  (if  you've  seen  the  movie  Swingers  you'll  think 
of  this  song). 

I  didn't  really  like  Less  Than  Jake's  version  of  The  Reflex,  There  is  a  nice  horn  sealon  in  the 
chorus,  and  it's  definitely  thrashable,  however  it  seemed  as  though  the  band  couldn't  dilnk  of

Open  to  a  mellow  blues  riff,  toss  in  a  Natalie  Merchant-tike  chanteuse,  add  a  smattering  of  the 
band's  self-proclaimed  Deep  Purple  influences  and  you  have  Damage  Control.  Hailing  from 
North  Carolina,  DC  is  comprised  with  vocals  by  Stephanie  Dudley,  Kamil  Sahinaip  taming  the 
guitar.  Ken  fDenny  tickling  the  ivories,  Thomas  Szypulski  (Ski)  strunwning  Bass  and  Rkh  Cea 
pounding  the  drums. 

Despite  the  similarities  between  the  more  international  bands  listed  above.  DC  has  a  distinct 
style  which  is  probably  the  result  of  its  members  having  arrived  froin  different  training  and 
stylistic  backgrounds.  The  end  result  is  tike  a  metal  band  with  a  woman  In  control;  softer,  but 
only  slightly,  and  no  bad  hair! 

Though  I'd  liate  to  categorize  a  band  like  this,  1  chink  what  you  have  here  is  the  70,s  revisited 
but  with  a  more  modem  twist:  each  song  has  an  individual  appeal  -  there  are  different  feds  all 
over  the  disc  And,  it  is  perhaps  for  this  reason  that  no  one  I  know,  vi^  has  heard  this  disc, 
wilt  agree  on  one  particular  favourite.  But.  since  I'm  the  one  writing.  I'll  give  you  my  list. 
The  second  song.  She's  Drowning,  features  the  hardest  of  the  guitar  riffs  and  that  combined 
with  Dudley's  voice  provides  a  perfect  contrast.  Uilte  Grt  ton  1$  a  somber  lullaby  featuring  a 
wholly  different  feel  —  probably  the  slowest  song  on  tfw  whole  disc.  Heal  Me  follows,  snd  it 
again  is  a  new  set  of  en>otlons;  the  pace  is  upbeat  and  optimistic. 

The  lyrics  for  all  of  the  songs  are  thoughtful  and  conskJer  such  topics  as  the  coming  of  age, 
seif-contemplatJon  and  relationships.  As  for  technical  ability,  d\ls  band  is  incredible!  No  three- 
chord  dronings  here!  DC  realty  can  do  a  great  deal  of  dif- 1 
ferent  sounds  and  each  of  them  they  do  well.

Guam  arv.'j  the  Philip- 
pines. Why  is  this  band  stilt  Indie?

Thooj^»  I  hace  to  judge  a  bo^  by  its  cover,  (or  a  tipc  by  tts  insert).  I  couW  teit  from  my 
BTvnediwie  impressioftS  of  dw  haunting  and  mildry  surreal  m  work  that  i  was  tn  (or  an 
aural  treat.  Rik  calls  his  own  work  a  new  direction.  Allow  mc  to  etafaorate. 
teuttts  contrasts  elements  of  the  past  and  present  to  provide  for  a  series  of  powerful 
experin>ents  in  minimalism.  Over  a  dark  mechanical  hum.  and  the  sounds  of  urvearthJy 
echoes,  lies  a  solemn  harmony  remint5<xnt  of  the  ortent.  This  is  not  music  to  stomp  to  at 
adub^.  rather  it  is  for  cooten^>latton  ar^-a  rrredttation.  The  opening,  '  Gnnd"  sets  the  tone 
for  the  remainder  of  the  ei^-song  cassette;  atmospheric  and  cenainly  emotional,  no 
lyrks  are  sung  yet  a  certain  pensive  quality  is  communicated 

The  second  track,  "Roses  fc«"  l-«ira*  offers  further  development  of  themes  Heavy  belts, 
shrill  synths,  dark  aaid  skjw  bass  tirws.  This  music  is  ceruiny  not  for  the  average  Csrebear. 
"HarpsicWe"  picks  up  the  pace  v«th  the  introduction  of  a  synthesized  snare  and  staccato 
keyboards,  but  a  soaring  melody  above  consisting  of  darkly  coloured  chords  maintains  the 
mood  as  the  song  reaches  its  climax.  "Burst"  takes  the  artists"  expertmentation  even  fur- 
ther vfs&i  the  introduction  of  a  greater  variety  of  sampled  sounds.  The  beat  picks  up  and 
a  Goth  (fcince  number  is  bom!  Side  two  immediately  begms  with  a  rapid  putse;  though 
alrrwst  mirttaristic.  the  tones  above  are  fluid. 

For  the  most  part  this  compilation  chronicles  the  development  of  the  antst  which  is  em- 
phasized through  the  increasingly  complex  synthesned  drumming  patterns.  The  songs  arc 
rather  long  which  Is  cool,  but  the  endings  arc  sometimes  underdeveloped,  causing  for  an 
often  abrupt  leap  into  the  song  that  follows.  However,  this  can  be  overlooked  rather 
easily  when  one  considers  the  emotional  content  of  each  song. 

This  Is  the  sort  of  aJbum  that  one  n:\ay  not  initially  tmderstand,  but  after  a  few  listens,  the 
meanings  and  the  moods  become  more  accessible.  Each  song  is  progressively  better  than 
the  one  preceding  it.  If  one  cannot  relate  to  the  work  in  its  initial  moments.  1  strongly 
suggest  sitting,  listening  and  permitting  the  works  to  come  to  you.  Let  it  unfold  itself  for 
you. 

Rik  is  currently  in  the  process  of  wtirkrng  on  two  more  releases: 
one  is  new  material  in  the  same  vein  (tentatively  titled  The  Penny 
Collector),  and  ttw  secwid  will  contain  remixes  of  the  songs  from 
both  Vofutks  and  The  Penny  Collector  to  be  done  with  the  assist- 
ance of  another  artist  interested  In  grvmg  Rik's  work  more  of  a 
Portishead-styie  Trip-hop  sound.  The  hope  is  to  have  them  both 
out  in  time  for  Halloween,  probably  In  cassette  torm,  and  nruybe 
a  CD  by  Winter  Solstfce.

any  other  way  to  make  ^  song  their  own  other  than  to  have  the  vocalist  barf  up  the 
fyrics  in  a  really  ugly  way.  On  the  other  hand,  I  was  determined  to  bate  River  Fenix's 
v«^on  of  Ordinary  World,  a  90's  Dtiran  Duran  song  that  crossed  the  boundary  between 
slick  SO's  pop  and  90's  lite  rock  cheese.  However,  the 
akemadve  sound  with  the  subtle  and  distinctive  guitar 
chord  of  the  chorus  is  cool.  They  even  make  what  was 
a  lucid,  gross  ending  in  the  original  version  Into  a 
screaming,  rolling  drum  beat  slice  o'  fun  while  calling 
out  "every  worfd  ts  my  world", 
GOB'S  A  View  to  a  Kill  .1  dig  it.  There  is  a  little  bit  of  a 
teaser  at  the  beginning;  the  band  reproduces  a  keyboard 
sound  identical  to  the  original,  and  then  suddenly  jump 
in  with  pure  thrash.  It's  extremely  Intense.  There  are 
two  versions  of  G/r/s  on  f^/m  on  the  CD  as  well.  In  my 
oplnkMi  the  original  song  isn't  too  great — it's  too  new  wave.  But  these  versions  by  Bjom 
Again  (think  Svass.  blond,  and  blue  sequined  jump  suits)  ar>d  Wesley  Wilson  (sounds  tike 
he's  singing  underwater,  but  strangely,  it  works)  are  worthy. 

Mr.  T  Experience  (choice  band  name)  perform  is  There  Something,  a  Duran  Duran  song 
which  I  don't  even  recognize  because  this  version  is  totally  90's  alternative  rt>ck.  It 
sounds  like  something  that  you  could  pay  eight  bucks  to  hear  at  Lee's  Palace.  I'm  not 
sure  how  I  feel  about  that,  so  I'll  just  put  diat  out  there. 

Clearly,  I  like  this  CD.  It's  the  anti-Duran  Duran  album,  and  yet  it  is  a  fitting  tribute  to 
what  the  eighdes  left  branded  on  my  impressionable  thirteen  year-old  mind.

Normally  I  reserve  brewery  profiles  in  The  tnnis  HeraJd  for  the  nxKt  Innovative  and  interest- 
ing breweries  in  Canada  and  the  worid.  However,  the  Brick  Brewery  tn  V/attrioo,  not  the 
most  dlKinctive  in  terms  of  beers  or  sc>^.  deserves  recognition  In  Brewcufture  for  its  efforts 
in  combating  the  clout  of  Motsoo  and  Labact  in  the  Ontario  maritet.  Snce  1996,  Br*d«  has 
been  acquiring  rights  to.  and  brewing,  dozens  of  new  beers,  all  under  different  tabets.  increas- 
ing tfwir  representation  in  Ontario  beer  stores.  Many  of  their  aajuisltions  and  new  beers  are 
not  all  incredible  from  a  connoisseur's  perspective,  but  their  most  recent  deal,  with  the  Cdis 
Brewery  of  Texas  sparked  me  to  investigate  Brick  and  their  brewing  and  business  savvy. 
Brkk  was  one  of  the  first  microbreweries  in  Ontario,  founded  in  1 934  around  the  same  time 
as  Wellington  County  and  Upper  Canada.  Whereas  Wellington  focused  on  producing  ales. 
Brick  specialized  in  lagers.  Unfortunately  the  dtverslty  of  their  beers  did  not  match  Welling- 
ton's. Their  beers  have  been  mainly  bland,  uninteresting  tigers  meant  to  appeal  to  the  main- 
stream light  beer  drinker.  These  include  Red  Baron.  Premium  Lager.  Pacific  Real  Draft,  and 
Red  Cap.  They  also  make  two  sllghtfy  darker  lagers,  Amber  Dry  and  the  reasonably  tasty 
Waterioo  Dark,  the  beer  which  fuelled  me  through  second  year.  However.  Bride  does  make 
a  very  good  Interpretation  of  a  unique  lager  styfe  in  their  Anntversary  Bock.  Each  bat^  H 
dated  on  the  label  and  one  bottle  per  six  pack  is  dipped  in  red  wax.  A  seasonal  beer  only 
available  during  the  winter  months,  the  Anniversary  Bock  and  Upper  Canada's  True  Bock  are 
Ontario's  fmest  dark  winter  bocks.  Overall,  Brick's  core  line  has  one  great  beer,  and  a  bunch 
of  very  drinkable  and  affordable  lagers.  However,  it  is  ^rou^  Brick's  business  of  acqutsldon 
that  dwy  have  bulked  up  their  portfolio  with  some  truly  fine  brews,  including  their  first  ven- 
ture into  ales. 

Bricks'  first  acquisition  v^  many  years  ago,  an  exclusive  deal  to  brew  and  distribute  Germa- 
ny's Hennlnger  Kaiser  Plis  in  Ontario.  This  beer,  coupled  with  their  core  brands,  formed 
Brick's  portfolio  for  years,  up  until  1996.  That  wras  wfien  the  president  and  founder  of  the 
brewery,  Jim  Brickman,  enacted  a  very  aggressive  growth  strategy.  Brick  has  since  gone 
buying  mad  with  new  beers  and  breweries.  One  of  thdr  first  nvoves  was  acquiring  the  rights 
to  all  Conners  brands,  a  respected  but  troubled  Ontario  brewery.  Conners  produces  a  U^ger, 
a  daric  ale,  an  Imperial  stout,  and  a  wonderful  Best  Bitter,  a  beer  that  few  prob:^  know  is 
now  a  Brick  beer.  Accompanying  Conners  was  the  importing  r^»htt  to  SamudAdatfns  Boston 
Lager  from  Massachusetts.  In  February.  1 997,  Brick  acquired  aH  the  Laker  bnvxls  from  Holson. 
Laker  has  a  standard  bland  lineup  of  lagers  (Lager.  Dry.  ke,  Strong  0^^-*))-  March. 
Brick  sealed  an  agreement  to  brew  Andechs  Spezial  pale  lager  from  an  ist^xted  brewing  mon- 
astery in  Germany.  I  tried  this  beer  at  the  Toronto  beer  festival,  and.  hov/evw  drinkable,  tt  is 
not  of  the  quality  of  other  brewing  monasteries  in  Europe.  Thb  past  summer.  EJrick  pur- 
chased the  Northern  Algonquin  brewery,  attached  all  Algonquin  and  Formosa  brands  (includ- 
ing Black  &  Tan,  Algonquin  Honey  Brown,  f^yal  Amber  L^ger,  Special  Reserve  Dark,  and  the 
tasty  Formosa  Bavarian  Bock).  So  far.  Brick  has  been  very  busy  purchasir^  beers  and  bulking 
up  their  portfolio.  However,  the  most  exciting  manoeuvre  occurred  in  September,  the  ac- 
r  quisition  of  Cells  White. 

I  Pierre  Celis  Is  a  native  Belgian  brewer.  w4v3  re- 

I*  vived  the  white  (Blanche)  style  in  Belgium  years 
ago  with  the  Hoegaarden  brewery.  The  Belgian 
White  style  is  a  very  distinctive  wheat  beer,  usually 
cloudy  and  spiced,  giving  it  the  refreshif^  quality 
I  of  a  craditk>na]  wheat  yet  the  flavourfulness  of  any 
I  good  brew.  This  is  a  rare  style  not  only  in  North 
I  America  but  the  worid:  the  first  white  beer  pro- 
I  duced  In  North  America  is  Unibroue's  Blanche  de 

IChambfy,  an  excellem  interpretatkm  of  the  style, 
available  locally.  When  Celis'  Hoegaarden  brew- 
ery was  bought  by  lntert)rew.  he  left  Belgium  for 
Austin,  Texas,  to  Stan  a  new  brewery,  naming  It  after  himself.  He  used  his  skill  in  white  beer 
brewing  to  create  a  new  Celis  White,  one  of  the  U.S.'s  first  and  most  respected  blandws. 
Celis,  however,  has  a  tendency  of  selling  out  and  his  brewery  is  now  owned  by  Miller.  I  do  not 
think  this  owmership  change  has  diminished  the  quality  of  the  beer,  though.  This  beer,  Celb 
White,  has  been  acquired  by  Brick  to  produce  and  distrftxrte  In  Ontario.  This  is  ar^guably  the 
finest  move  Brick  has  made  so  far.  1  have  never  tried  this  beer,  but  It  Is  widely  praised  as  one 
of  America's  finest.  I  am  greatly  looking  forward,  as  should  you,  to  sampling  Brick's  newest 
brew  as  it  is  now  in  Beer  Stores! 

Brick  is  an  interesting  microbrewery  in  the  Ontario  marketplace.  It  is  hard  to  get  a  read  on 
what  exactly  Brick  wants  to  do  in  the  industry.  Whereas  Sleeman  wants  to  grow  by  focusing 
on  their  few  core  brands.  Brick  wants  to  buy  everything  and  grow  by  having  as  many  brands 
to  choose  from  as  Labatt  and  MoUon.  Many  people  who  frequent  Conners,  Formosa,  Sam 
Adams  and  other  beers  probably  do  not  know  they  alt  come  from  the  same  brev«ry.  I 
respect  Brick  in  their  aggressiveness  In  Ontario,  muscling  their  wzy  to  a  market  share.  Per- 
haps when  Brick  has  reached  a  breathing  point  (n  acquisitions  they  might  want  to  trim  off 
some  of  their  lame  brews  (how  nwvy  Premium  Drafts  does  one  brewery  need?)  and  develop 
a  suitable  portfolio  of  interesting  beers  (their  dvco  bocks.  Conners  Best  Bitter.  Celis  White, 
etc.)  and  popular  mainstream  lagers  (Waterioo  Dark  and  Red  Baron).  It  is  hard  to  say  what 
Brick  might  do  next,  but  hopefully  they  will  conrinue  to  bring  in  more  sctcctwn  to  Ontario 
beer  connoisseurs.

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HOW  TO  APPRECIATE  A  FINE  BEER

There  are  many  to  apprec^e  beer,  and  almost  every  person  has  an  ir^Jrvdual  ntuaJ. 
To  some  appreoaoon  takes  rts  form  -n  mass  consumpoon.  A  twofour  of  a  familar  brand  on 
a  weeker^migfrt  be  heavenly  to  some,  or  a  few  bocties  of  never  before  tned  brews  m^i 
be  great  to  othen.  Whatever  your  r^uaJ  m^t  be  for  appreciating  beer.  ,f  tt  suits  your 
tastes,  wonderful.  Hovrtrver.  some  of  you  may  be  chinking  (as  I  dkj  many  years  ago)  that 
there  must  be  more  ro  beer.  A  repetitive  beer  lifestyle  can  develop  over  the  years,  without 
much  expcnmentation  and  savouring.  For  those  of  you  v/ho  are  seeking  to  discover  the 
worid  of  beer,  you  are  reading  the  corre<t  amde.  I  will  describe  how  to  really  enjoy  a  fine 
beer.  From  glass  leleaion.  to  appearance,  aroma,  caste  and  aftertaste,  there  are  many 
components  that  comprise  a  beer  appreoation  ritual  Refme  this  ntual  as  you  v/ish  -  it 
always  comes  down  to  dnnking  and  enjoying  the  brews  themselves  -  but  much  satisfacbon 
can  be  gained  by  savouring  a  beer  from  every  aspect,  just  as  you  would  a  classic  work  of 
literature  or  art.  or  a  beautiful  member  of  the  opposite  sex. 

With  the  vrtde  selectKxi  of  beers  ivailable.  one  must  consider  mood  and  season  v/hen  choosing 
beers-  Different  moods  warrant  different  beer  styles,  such  as  a  wine-like  frm  a!e  or  a  com- 
plex Belgian  ale  for  a  romantic  dinner,  a  v/heat  or  a  lager  for  refreshment,  or  a  porter  or 
stout  for  a  manly  (or  womanly)  n\^t  of  drmk  with  tht  boys  (girls).  Also,  the  season  warrants 
careful  selection.  Perhaps  a  chirst-qu ending  Blanche  de  Chambly  white  sitting  under  the 
sun  of  summer?  AstrongChlmay  Red.  port-like  Samtchlaus  or  a  [70  degree]  mulled  Quelque 
Chose  for  sipping  In  from  of  the  f»rc  in  winter?  The  peary.  whisky-malt  brewed  Raftman  or 
a  specialty  Oktoberfest  aJe  during  cool  fall?  Or  a  smooth,  refreshing  yet  powerful  Niagara 
Falls  Eisbock  cetefarating  the  end  of  winter  and  the  approaching  spring?  As  you  taste  more 
beers,  you  will  realize  that  different  tastes  and  styles  of  beer  tend  to  complement  moods 
and  seasons.  Expwiment  with  beers,  t  assure  you  that  you  will  not  be  disappointed. 
Firstly  ytw  must  purchase  the  beers.  The  best  places  for  beer  selection  in  the  city  are  LCBO 
(Liquor)  Stores.  Their  quality  of  selectk>n  fluxuates.  but  keep  checking  in  often.  The  LCBO 
car«  about  beo- quality  (unlike  the  Beer  Store)  and  brings  in  meresdng  beers  from  thr^ 
Canada  and  the  worid.  kxduding,  at  omes.  some  true  classics.  The  LCBO  sells  their  beer  in 
individual  botdes,  very  reasonably  priced  (compared  to  v/ine)  and  in  dilTerent  s.ies.  The 
closest  LCBOs  to  campus  are  in  the  Manulife  Centre  and  Hazelton  Lanes  (a  Vintages  oudet, 
the  LCBO's  premium  service). 

Before  drinking,  the  beer  must  be  at  its  optinrujm  temperature. 
Li^t  lagers  and  ales  and  wheats  tend  to  be  served  chilled  (7- 
90) ,  whereas  darker  ales  and  traditkwial  English  bitters  should 
be  served  warmer  (1 0-1 3).  The  correa  temperature  will  bring 
out  the  full  flavours  of  the  beer. 

Utxt.  the  right  glass  is  essential  for  full  enjoyment.  Drinkmg  a 
fine  beer  out  of  a  bottle  is  criminaJ.  as  the  aroma,  appearance 
and  much  of  the  flavour  is  diminished  or  erased.

Smxig  Belgian  ales,  bariey  wines 
and  similar  winter  beers  need  a  brandy  snifter,  allowing  for  op- 
tinrial  aroma  enjoyment  and  fireside  sipping.  Hearty  ales,  stouts 
and  porters  deserve  a  strong  goblet,  from  which  the  nectar  can

Monde  is  tempting,  as  is  the  blackness  of  a  Niagara  Falb  Brock's  | 
Extra  Stout.  Look  for  the  subtleties  of  cokaur,  realtiing  their 
origin.  A  wheat  beer  will  be  very  pale,  due  to  its  wheal  and  I 
lightly  cooked  malt.  A  stout  or  porter,  howe\-er.  will  be  opaque  | 
due  its  near-bumed  malts.  The  colours  of  beers  cannot  be  I 
cross-compared.  As  you  sample  more  beers,  you  vi^ll  devetop  | 
an  eye  for  colours  of  different  beer  styles,  all  very  appetizing. 
The  aroma  of  the  beer  is  very  important.  Pay  anention  to  the  1 
discrete  aromadcs  present,  per-

THE  ORIGINAL  ENDING  OF  JEDI         LANDO  LOSES  HIS  COOL

"I  just  got  a  funny  feeilng.  Like  I'm  not  going  co  see  her  again  "  This  line,  uttered  Han 
So!o  In  Return  of  the  jtdi,  seems  to  be  a  relativety  mcanin^ess  statement  In  the  iilm.  How- 
ever, Solo  is  foreshadovflng  to  the  originaJ  ending  of  ROTJ.  where  tando  Catrissian  and  the 
MiliennSum  F^con  blow  up  with  the  Death  Star,  The  ofiginal  ending  to  the  film,  if  it  had 
been  left  in  the  film,  woutd  have  made  ROTJ  nwre  dramatical!/  effective  and  respectabie, 
The  commerdai  success  of  the  series  prevented  George  Lucas  from  following  through  with 
his  originaJ  kJeas  for  the  film. 
As  original/  scripted  in  ROTJ,  the  Falcon  vrta 
to  perish,  containing  notable  passengers  Lando 
Calrissian  and  Nien  Numb  during  the  final  fight 
at  the  climax.  Lando  W2S  the  only  important 
character  on  the  Falcon.  The  ending  was  shot, 
and  edited  into  a  cut  of  the  film.  A  descrip- 
tion of  ftOT/'s  original  ending  is  as  follovrt:  As 
the  Falcon  nwioeuvres  its  svay  avray  from  the 
collapsing  reactor,  Lando  turns  to  Nien  Numb 
and  shakes  his  head,  "Wedge.  I  don't  chink 
we're  going  to  make  it"  he  says  into  his 
comlink.  Reassurance  is  given  by  Wedge,  but 
Lando  says  to  himself.  "I  promised  to  return 
his  ship  without  a  scratch...!  sure  hope  that 
old  pirate  forgives  me."  Wedge  and  his  X- 
Wing  make  it  out  of  the  Death  Star,  but  the 

Falcon  expk>des  "in  a  supernova  of  glory."     In  the  original  film,  Lando  was  assassinated  twice 
Han  Soto  Is  often  considered  to  be  a  shady,  his  character  and  his  ass. 
unfeeling  pirate.  It  is  the  original  ending  of 

ROT),  however  cheesy  it  may  be,  that  demonstrates  his  humanity.  The  foreshadowing  by 
Han  eariiCT  in  the  film  accentuates  his  love  for  his  ship,  praying  to  Lando  not  to  damage  it 
Little  care  is  displayed  for  Lando.  just  his  ship.  It  is  in  the  original  ending,  after  the  Rebels 
see  the  Death  Star  explode  that  "All  except  Han  cheer,  as  the  thirty-year-old  starship  pilot 
feels  a  deep  personal  loss."  Han  whispers  to  hirrttelf.  "Lando..."  Itwasmiddle-classAmerica 
that  nixed  this  ending. 

Often  films  are  screened  during  pre-release  to  a  group  of  "average"  citizens,  their  faces 
videotaped  and  reactions  dironicled  in  an  attempt  to  extrapolate  the  success  of  the  ftim  in 
the  "most  important  market  in  the  world":  semi-urban  and  rural  America.  The  test  screen- 
ings garnered  a  negative  response  to  the  ending,  so  it  was  reshot.  to  what  you  krww  it  as 
today.  The  scene  where  Han  foreshadovw  to  the  true  ending  still  exists  in  the  film,  but  it 
points  to  nothing.  Unfortunately,  the  original  ending,  a  key  to  adding  respectability  to  the 
charaaer  of  Han  Soto  and  to  ROT}  itself,  is  forever  locked  in  ihe  vaults  of  Lucasfiim.

Return  of  the  Jedi  drops  the  Entire  ball  in  too  many  Wg  v«ys,  but  one  of  the  bigj^  is  the 
character  assassination  of  Lando  Calrissian.  In  Empire,  Lando  is  a  multi-layered  character, 
and  in  Jcdi  he  turns  Into  a  cardboard  piece 

In  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Calrissian  cons  h^SS^.  He  lets  them  stay  in  his  city  just  long 
enough  for  the  Empire  to  catch  aivi  torture  the^  fleanwhile.  he  attempts  to  seduce  prin- 
cess Leia,  although  it  appears  that  Han  Soto  ahd  her  may  be  together  -  at  least  you'd  think 
he'd  ask  -  made  worse  by  the  faa  that  Lando  s^i^ader  made  a  deal  to  keep  Leta  in  Bespin 
with  himf  He  is  not  a  stri^t-forvirard  good  guy  or  bad  guy 
Instead,  his  character  is  dwided  be&yjsen  helping  his  friends,  himself,  and 
Ckwd  City's  inhabitants  who  have  |o«>e  to  rely  on  him.  Lando  only  bo- 
comes  a  "good  guy"  wh^  Vader  sfgnlficantly  alters  the  deal  to  prove  to 
Calrissian  that  he's  not  gdfe^  tolAin  from  the  arrangement.  It  was  probably 
not  Lando'.-,  criginal  plan  to  help  tJie  rebels,  as  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  he 
only  switches  sld^  once  Han  Solo  is  captured  &  frozen  in  carbonitc  -  a 
process  that  could  have  killed  him. 

In  Return  of  Uiejedi,  aii  of  Lando's  interesting  character  traits  disappear.  Here, 
he  seems  to  flip-flop  into  an  "all-good"  character,  mysteriously  losing  his 
shadtness  and  adopting  morality  that  was  practicall/  non-existent  in  TBS& 
Lando  always  cared  foj^P'^seif  first  inSoHiire.  but  in  jedi  he  develops  a  love 
for  the  Rebellions  ca^pgoing  undei^^r  in  Jabba's  Palace  and  going  up 
against  the  Death  Sta^the  final  ^'Rhtlw 

These  examples  codradict  the  impres^hn  of  Lando  that  Empire  gives  its 
audience.  In  Eirtpire^Mndo  tries  to  scre^^ie  rebels,  and  helps  them  when 
his  deal  with  the  enemy  gets  significantly  ww  to  v/arrant  it.  He  is  a  profiteer, 
who  would  rather  help  himself  than  his  friends.  This  is  a  character  whose 
potential  could  have  taken  him  anywhere  inyedf.  This  f>otential  was  com- 
pletely squandered  tn  the  third  film,  and  he  was  turned  into  just  another  stock  character  In 
the  end.  Lando  Calrissian's  character  assassination  is  just  another  reason  why  the  Return  of 
the  Jedi  sucks  my  choda. 


THE  CHARACTER  AS$A«INATION  OF  BOBA  FETT

Boba  Fett.  the  enigmatic  bounty  liunter  introduced  in  The  Empire  Strikes  Sock,  is  one  of  the 
most  intriguing  charaaers  in  the  film.  Although  the  audience  learns  little  of  him  within  the 
context  of  Che  film,  a  lot  of  hype  was  put  into  his  diaraaer  before  Empire  ever  came  our.  for 
example,  he  was  sold  as  a  mail-order  Kenner  action  figure,  and  made  a  central  appearance  in 
the  cartoon  within  tf>e  Star  Wars  Christmas  spe- 

icial. 
Once  Bfnpire  hit  theatres,  Fete  was  seen  as  a  mys- 
tericws  dude  wfio  got  the  job  done.  He  is  part  of 
tfie  special  bounty  hunter  task  force  gathered  by 
Darth  Vader  himseff.  showing  him  to  be  one  of 
the  best  bounty  hunters  in  the  galaxy.  In  fact,  tie's 
probably  the  besti  he's  the  only  hunter  to  whom 
Darth  Vader  speaks  (saying  "no  disintegrations"). 
He  is  the  one  who  captures  Han  Solo,  and  does  it 
in  a  way  somevyhataiien  to  tfw  film.  He  dtws  not 
shoot  him,  engage  in  a  high-spieed  chase,  or  any  of 
that  crap.  Ha  silently  tracks  hiiti  to  Cloud  City, 
.  calls  in  the  big  jjjns.  and  wait?;yntii  Soto  is  put  into 
'  carbonfie.  Tt^,  without  hefng  overly  cruel  or 
laying  traps  fijr  rebels,  he  just  leayfts.  after  first 
exchanging  a  few,shots  >vit(i  Uike  Skywalker  (pri- 
.  marily  to  c^er  h(|Jsl<apo  rather  tt^  to  try  to  kill 
him).  Fett  i3iptl|«t}»  man  ttiit  dip  entire  Impe- 
rial Fleet  cQj)ltir)'ti«n^kept  such  a  mystery  that 
his  name  bn't  even  mentioned  within  the  Empire  Strijies  Back^  /  i;, 
In  fietum  of  the  jedi.  Boba  Feu  is  no  longer  a  mystcilogs  professional.  |)»t«ad  he  lounges 
around  Jabba  die  Hutt's  palace,  presumably  on  retainer  w  somathfag.  T|m  K  compounded 
by  the  Special  Editions,  where  Boba  Fett  comes  widi  Jabba  t*  njuscio  i0n  in  A  New  Hope. 
And.  the  new  shots  of  him  livin'  It  up  with  the  dancing  girts  In  Jat*a's  pilace  in  jcdi  demon- 
strate him  to  be  somev^t  less  than  a  no-nonsense  professlohal.  i 
Furthermore,  when  Boba  Fett  sees  K2D2  moving  to  the  roof  of  Jabba's  sail  barge  (unex- 
pected behaviour  from  a  drink  server),  he  Oi^esn't  do  anything  i>ou|,|L  This  displays  an 
unthinking  Boba.  because  the  first  movie  ei,tablished  that  dnjkis  who  are  fikely  to  aa  up 
should  have  their  memories  erased  -  strangn  that  dils  wouldn  thave  happened  to  the  droids. 
Anyway,  the  final  character  assassination  comes  when  Boba  Fett  fights  with  rile  Rebels  on  the 
skiff  over  the  Sarlacc  pit.  He  is  incompetent  in  dealing  with  a  fledgling  Jedi,  even  though  he 
wears  Mandalore  battle  armour,  indicating  that  he  may  be  one  of  the  warriors  who  fought 
against  tl>e  Jedi  in  the  Clone  Wars,  He  lumps  to  the  skiff  to  shoot  luke  (only  to  have  his  gun 
cue  by  a  tightsaber)  -  when  this  could  have  been  easily  done  from  the  sail  baize's  roof. 
Lastly  h)s  death  is  the  worst,  as  Han  mistakenly  bumps  him,  causing  the  jet  to  misfire.  With 
a  pathetic  scream,  Fett  drops  into  the  pit.  reducing  him  to  cardboard  comic  relief 
Boba  Fett.  is  an  interesting  guy  whose  cluracter  is  assasinated  just  like  he  is:  pathetically.

THE  SWEET  HEREAFTER  -  Dir;  Atom  Egoyan... 

Mike  and  I  plant  ourselves  (where  else)  fn  the  front  row  of  the  Upcov/n  I .  Now  that's  the 
way  to  kick  off  Ri^t  up  at  the  Uptown  1  is  like  an  uncut  hit  from  God  to  a  Festival  addict. 
This  feels  right.  Last  year  cracked  out  of  the  ^te  like  a  Chevette.  This  year.  It's  like  a 
DeLorcan.  Gathering  force,  like  the  wet  air  and  distant  rumble  of  an  approaching  storni 
and  a  burning  coal  of  anxiety  in  the  pit  of  my  5toma<>i.  Thank  Christ  I  feel  like  this  now, 
because  it's  all  downhill  from  here. 

Now,  on  the  subject  of  THE  SWEET  HEREAFTER...  first  off.  there  are  charaaers.  I  noean. 
deep.  rich,  solid,  fully  fleshed-out 
characters-  with  backgrounds  and 
subtext  and  everything.  You  want 
to  see  what  they're  going  to  do 
next,  and  they  do  it  with  real, 
emotional  response.  You  want  to 
know  what  brought  them  to  this 
point,  and  are  rewarded  with 
established  history  and  clearly 
defined  motivation.  So, 
congratulations  to  Egoyan  on  the 
rather  non-Canadian  cinematic 
approach. 

Secondly.  Egoyan  uses  a  non-linear 
narrative  for  this  film,  which  I  love.  (Bidi)  Haiihtw  i  Sam.  (frwil)  ?ntt  S  Oa«  ■  Ihi  fat  Un(.  iim 
It's  a  little  awkward  at  times,  but 
overall,  a  well-executed  technique. 

The  gist  of  THE  SWEET  HEREAFTER  surrounds  a  bus-  one  which  drove  die  children  of  a 
small,  rural  community  to  and  from  school.  Writing  with  tense  Is  difficult  at  this  point  as.  as 
I  said  before,  the  film's  timeline  Is  all  over  the  map.  Regardless,  the  bus  met  with  a  hombia 
accident,  killing  the  chiWrcn.  Now  a  righteous,  borderline  ambulance-chasing  lawyer  (Ian 
Holm)  IS  seeking  civil  compensation  on  behalf  of  the  community.  The  actual  scene  with  the 
bus  accident  is  completely  gripping  in  such  a  subtle.  non-Hotlywood  way  Tears  your  fucking 
heart  out.  The  film's  overall  structure  li  another  toughle,  as  It  comes  from  so  many  angles: 
the  lawyer's  interviews  with  rhe  local  families,  die  townsfolk'  memories,  their  seemingly 
unconnected  personal  hvcs.  third-party  fiy- on -die- wall.  etc. 

Basically.  THE  SWEET  HEREAFTER  is  an  intrtcaiely  Liyered.  fully  textured,  welt  thouglit- 

out,  wonderfully  crafted,  superbly  acted  film  h'dke  thinks  the  film's  way  too  commercial. 

but  he  liked  THE  ADJUSTER

You 
know,  there's  a  reason  why  you've  never  heard  of  two  of  these  three  gerva 
Okay,  that's  being  unreasonably  crud.  The  comedy  in  HEAVEfJ  'S  BURNHMG  is  actually  funny, 
but  the  romance  is  a  really  unfortunate  attempt.

LOVE  AND  DEATH  ON  LONG  ISLAND  Dir  Richard  Kwiecniowski... 
LOVE  AND  DEATH  is  about  a  widowed,  British  author  (John  Hurt),  living  behind  the  waJls  of 
technological-age  ignorance.  His  friends  and  associates  are  badgering  him  to  wnte  for  film,  as 
so  many  ofhis  peers  have.  He  decides  to  take  in  a  filmed  adaptation  of  an  E.M.  Forstcr  ,-iovei. 
but  winds  up  instead  walking  smack  into  die  middle  of  "Hot  College  2",  a  teeny-bopper  babe- 
fest  fiick.  At  once,  he's  prepared  to  walk  out  of  the  theatre,  but  suddenly  finds  himself  entranceo 
by  one  of  the  actors  on  the  screen,  played  by  jason  fViestly.  Homosexual  passjons  awaken  in 
him,  and  he  begins  an  obsessive  hunt  for  this  Tiger  Beat  star.  Now.  it's  an  odd  expenence, 
watching  an  actor  of  the  calibre  of  John  Hurt  work  beside  sorr4K>ne  as  calibre-free  as  Jason 
Priestly.  Even  more  odd  Is  watching  a  br.ef  flash  near  the  end  v.here  Priestiy  aauaJly  sors  up 
some  tangible  acting  for  a  genuinely  moving  moment.  If  you  can  swallow  the  slight  weakness 
of  the  initial  concept,  the  film  presents  itself  as  a  quaint  and  gentie  piece  that  moves  along 
nicely,  with  consistent  humour 

I  hate  to  harp  on  this  Priestly  thing,  but  it  s  really  getting  to  me.  LOVE  AND  DEATH  makes 
some  rather  searing  indictments  about  a  career  such  as  Priestly's.  a  potencil  periormir^ 
talent  locked  away  behind  the  vast,  blank  walls  of  the  L  A  television  scene  (where 
representation  of  "real  fife"  is  as  v/arm  to  the  toudi  as  a  fluorescent  light  bulb).  You  have  to 
wonder  if  Priestly  yearns,  as  his  character  does,  for  taking  the  rude,  vile-smellmg  acting  bu'l  *iy 
the  horns  and  giving  it  a  serious  nde  to  remember  If  so.  this  is  a  strangely  self-referential  film 
for  him.  and  shows  some  unbelievably  deep  honesty  and  self-  adm&s*on  If  not,  and  he  dtd 
indeed  walk  through  LOVE  AND  DEATH  v*nth  his  usual  Styrofoam  smile,  did  any  of  the  words 
In  this  script  give  him  long  nights  of  insomnia,  re-assessmg  the  flimsy  fabric  of  his  career? 
I  remember  tlie  definitive  moments  on  set.  when  1  asked  myself  those  same,  dark  questions. 
The  ansvs^ers  came,  and  I  watched  as  eleven  years  in  the  professional  television  industry  were 
reduced  to  so  much  piss  in  the  wind  ...

4Uttle  Girls  helps  to  defuse  the  Bomb  of  Racism 

Mkiieile  Skop 

Every  year  I  indulge  in  a  litde  bit  of  culture  at  the  Toronto  Intemation  Film  Festival,  As  a  lover 
of  foreign  and  "artsy"  films.  I  see  the  festival  as  an  opportunity  to  watch  a  Fellini  film  that  is 
yet  to  be  discovered  by  the  nwvifl  masses. 

This  year,  Instead  of  looking  through  the  book  and  ordering  tickets.  I  bought  a  few  from  a 
friend  who  ordered  more  tickets  than  she  had  time  for.  G>nsequently.  I  did  not  have  control 
over  which  movies  I  was  seeing,  and  the  fear  of  wasting  my  time  on  a  flop  loomed  fn  the  back 
of  my  mind.  However,  I  was  pleasantly  surprised  to  view '4 /JCCfeGrris,  Spike  Lee's  dooimentary 
about  the  1963  church  bombing  in  Birmingham  Alabama. 

Despite  the  heat,  line-up  stretching  around  the  block  and  one  hour  delay,  the  atn>osphere  in 
the  Uptown  theatre,  which  holds  approximately  1000  seats,  was  high-spinied.  as  people 
clapped  their  hands  in  anticipation  for  Spike  Lee's  presence. 

4  Uttie  Cirls  Is  a  mosak:  of  intervievrt  with  family  numbers  and  politicians,  film  footage,  and 
photographs  woven  together  to  explain  the  events  surrounding  the  bombing  of  the  Sixteenth 
Street  Baptist  Church.  The  family  members  and  friends  of  die  four  victims  describe  the 
racial  tensions  of  Birmingham  in  1963.  when  seg-^ation  and  racial  oppression  divided  the 
city  between  black  and  white,  the  fi^t  for  freedom  and  Ignorance.  They  remember  how 
blacks  could  not  eat  in  the  same  restaurants,  use  the  same  water  fountains  and  washrooms 
as  white  people.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  came  to  the  dty  to  help  organize  rallies  afKi  marches. 
The  church  ws  targeted  during  Sunday  school  because  teenagers  had  been  panlcipating  in 
the  marches. 

One  faniity  member  explains  thai  racists  do  not  care  about  their  victims,  they  only  care 
about  the  message  they  are  sending;  they  do  not  see  faces,  only  motives.  Lee's  documentary 
is  extremely  powerful  because  he  reverses  this  mentality:  he  portrays  the  girls'  lives  through 
memories  of  their  unique  personalities,  tfwir  tau^ter,  their  dolls.  Lee  struck  a  chord  v/fth 
the  teary  audience  by  giving  us  an  intinrraie  view  of  innocent  people  vt/hose  lives  were  plagued 
by  a  senseless  tragedy. 

Lee  showed  how  Birmingham's  politics  were  controlled  by  underlying  racial  biases.  He  uses 
a  tone  of  Irony  to  make  the  solemn  and  "sincere"  politicians  lose  their  credibility.  For  exarr^le, 
a  politician's  voice  describing  htnv  Birmin^um  is  a  wonderful  place  to  raise  a  family  is 
juxtaposed  with  footage  of  the  Ku  Kiux  Klan  marching  through  the  streets.  Moreover,  in  an 
Interview,  George  Wallace,  the  former  Govemer  of  Alabama  and  an  acthre  supporter  of 
segregation,  attempts  to  cover  up  his  oven  racism  by  repeatedly  Insisting  that  "his  best  friend, 
v^om  he  could  never  live  without,  is  black".  The  irony  of  the  matter  is  that  his  "bat  friend" 
is  his  black  nurse. 

The  nnajority  of  the  police  force  was  connected  with  Ku  Ktux  Klan  through  membership  or 
friendship.  TTterefore.  the  bombing  was  not  properly  investigated,  and  only  one  man  out  of 
the  four  involved  v/as  Indicted  and  went  to  prison.  AldK>ugh  the  church  bombing  strengthened 
the  Civil  Rights  movement  by  opening  people's  eyes  to  the  destructive  nature  of  racism, 
footage  from  a  series  of  churdi  fires  occuring  in  the  Southern  states  in  1 99^  and  the  incomplete 
bombing  investigation  symbolize  that  the  fire  of  racism  continues  to  spread. 
At  the  end  of  the  film.  Spike  Lee.  wearing  his  trademark  baseball  cap,  and  Chris  McNair,  the 
father  of  one  of  the  victims,  opened  up  a  discussion  with  the  audience.  Lee  said  that  In  1 9B3, 
as  a  recent  graduate  of  Columbia  Film  School,  he  vwote  McNair  about  making  a  documentary 
And  be  was  happy  that  the  did  not  get  a  reply  for  over  a  decade  because  he  did  not  have  the 
skills,  at  that  stage  in  his  life,  to  create  a  work  of  j'jch  magnitude  and  sensivity. 
McNair  stated  in  an  eloquent  speech  that  we  do  ;iot  live  in  a  "Utopia",  yet  we  must  come 
together  to  fight  racism  because  technology  ma/  tranforni  hoctecy,  but  li  does  not  transform 
our  commonalities  as  human  beings.  At  times,  people  are  so  absorbed  in  thetr  inside  worids,

chat  is  cOTT^XMed  of  many  dif- 
ferent and  diverse  cultures.  The  lack  of  a  single  underiying  tie  to  Toronto  cogedier  n  re- 
placed by  the  inherent  desire  of  aty  planners  to  make  Toronto  rank  on  top-ten  lists,  tn 
other  words,  Toronto  is  suffering  from  lack  of  kJcntity  and  a  s^tous  seif-confiderKe  prob- 
lem. This  manifests  itself  in  tf^  giant  penis  in  downtown  Toronto  {the  CN  cower  for  those 
diat  cannot  recognize  the  worlds  largest  phallic  symbol)  alongside  its  neighborly  friendly 
giant  testicle  {the  Sky  Dome  of  course;  imagine  another  ^ne  on  the  other  side  of  the 
tower,  what  a  hilarious  skyline).  All  of  these  strange  tandmarxs  of  Toronto  are  attempts  to 
distinguish  and  elevate  the  city  of  Toronto  to  iniemationat  status.  Now  what  does  any  of  this 
have  to  do  with  the  Film  Festival?  Well  it  v/as  just  pan  of  my  stream  of  consciousness  as  I 
was  thinking  about  the  grandeur  of  our  yearly  tribute  to  international  film.  Again  in  this 
category  Toronto  tc^  most  lists  as  one  of  the  most  important  film  festivals  of  the  worid. 
This  isn't  an  attempt  to  knock  Toronto,  it  Is  actually  a  corrvplinrwnt  to  all  the  work  and  plan- 
ning tfut  go  into  brin^/>gus  such  an  amazing  cultural  opponunity.  Exposure  totiiis  setectksn 
of  film  is  virtually  impossiUe  outside  of  other  festivals.  Therefore,  it  must  be  taken  advan- 
tage of,  so  if  you  missed  out  on  seeing  any  films  this  year  d>en  you  are  A  SUCKER.  Don't  be 
asucker  next  year  and  go  catch  a  couple  crazy  flkJts.  liH  give  you  a  taste; 
Fast.  Chg^i  and  Out  of  Control,  directed  by  the  quite  eccentric  film  maker  Errol  Morris,  is 
a  queer  docuntentary  designed  to  give  you  insight  into  life.  However,  the  life  which  It  details 
are  the  lives  of  four  separate  Individuals  and  the  story  of  the  careers  that  shape  dwir  lives. 
This  film  from  the  United  States  is  shot  in  mosdy  an  interview  style  format  spliced  with  shots 
of  these  kKfividuals  at  "work"  and  fooc^e  of  old  movies  and  carnivals-  The  reason  I  put 
work  in  quotation  marks  is  because  their  careers  are  nor  jobs  but  passions  that  they  have  for 
a  certain  odd  form  of  making  a  daily  vrtge.  The  occupations  of  these  four  people  are  w+iat 
make  this  film  unique  as  well  as  gh^ing  a  true  feel  for  the  eccentricity  of  Morris.  One  of  the 
characters.  George  Menocina.  Is  an  ekJeriy  gendeman  who  has  spent  his  life  working  in 
botanical  gardens  shaping  shrubs  to  resemble  animals.  Anotiwr  character,  Dave  Hoover, 
has  spent  his  life  entranced  by  the  circus.  As  a  result  he  has  ^own  to  be  a  wild  animal 
trainer.  He  spends  his  days  training  snariing  lions,  tigers  and  bears  to  jump  throu^  fiaming 
rings  and  to  dance  the  Tango.  The  third  character  is  a  rather  strange  fellow;  flay  Mendez  is 
ascienttst  by  trade  who  has  spent  his  recent  years  fanatically  studying  a  type  of  mammal  that 
lives  as  Insects  do,  underground  in  tictie  tunnels.  These  hairiess,  blind  African  mole  rats  are 
the  passion  of  this  man's  life  and  he  has  spent  the  last  decade  dedicated  to  studying  these 
critters.  The  lastcharaaerof  the  film  is  Rodney  Brooks,  a  specialist  in  aaificial  intelligence 
who  designs  robots.  Althcxjgh  each  of  these  seem  to  be  totally  different  and  Independent  of 
each  other,  the  amazing  part  of  the  movie  Is  the  similarities  wt)ich  course  through  each  of 
these  tales  of  different  people.  The  theme  of  control  and  human  intervention  is  strong 
throughout  this  fitm  as  the  audience  sits  ind  watches  tfie  lives  of  these  drastically  different 
people  and  tfie  way  in  which  their  separate  lives  are  intertwined  with  the  same  basic  themes. 
Besides  the  interesting  premise  and  great  dialogue,  this  movie  Is  shot  beautifully,  making  it  a 
true  work  of  an.  The  uniqueness  of  this  movie  comes  from  the  realization  that  the  people 
in  it  ve  real  and  their  lives  are  real.  This  makes  the  movie  liave  a  very  strong  effect  and 
leave  a  lasting  Impression  on  a  person  as  to  the  career  and  lifestyle  tl^iat  is  imporunt  to  an 
iridlvtduai.  past,  Chcap..and..0.tit  of  Cpptrpt  is  a  great  provocative  documentary  which  is 
entertaining  from  beginning  to  the  very  end. 

Men  with  Guns  is  a  Canadian  made  film  directed  by  Kari  Skogland  which  tells  the  story  of 
two  very  pathetic  men.  The  movie  opens  with  a  joint  being  smoked  by  the  two  main  char- 
acters. They  sit  around  discussing  their  pitiful  and  depressing  lives.  They  decide  r>ot  to  take 
shit  any  more.  The  next  day  their  no-shit  attitude  larids  tliem  in  a  field  getting  the  snot 
beaten  out  of  them  and  getting  pissed  on.  This  prompts  them  to  go  buy  guns  to  get  revenge. 
The  plot  thkkerts  when  upon  gaining  revenge  they  stumble  upon  four  kilos  of  cocaine.  Ibe 
rest  of  this  movie  folbws  the  usual  gangsta-movle  style  with  chase  scenes,  shoot-outs,  sex, 
and  lots  of  drug  use.  Although  the  plot  was  fairiy  enthralling  and  I  was  interested  and  enter- 
tained for  the  duration  of  the  film,  1  felt  it  lacking  the  extra  zest  and  appeal  that  1  look  for  at 
the  Film  Festival.  If  I  had  seen  this  movie  on  another  regular  night  at  a  nrovie  theatre  I 
probably  vrtHiid  have  enjoyed  it  very  much.  However,  because  It  was  a  Festival  film  I  was 
looking  for  something  more  oiperimental,  or  at  least  something  significantly  different  than 
the  usual  action  film.  Although  this  nrKsvte  followed  the  format  of  most  action  films,  k  was 
very  different  in  many  wzys.  The  characters  within  the  fitm  were  very  identifiable  and  I 
found  It  quite  easy  to  Immediately  identify  with  them.  Sympathy  was  immediately  felt  for 
the  two  main  characters  and  as  the  movie  and  their  cocaine  habit  developed,  their  charac- 
ters also  morphed,  which  led  the  original  feelings  to  also  morph  lo  the  point  of  total  lack  of 
sympathy  when  they  died  at  the  end.

Jier  fiim  r>o<r  or  detective  stor/  you  will  And  ler^  movies  made 
in  riw  pajt  30  )'«an  that  can  compare  to  LA  Con/fdenlioi  The  mov>e,  based  on  a 
no-/el  of  the  same  name,  intertwines  the  story  of  corruption  rn  ;he  Los  Angeies 
Pof<e  Departmeftt  of  the  1 9SOs  and  the  bnjc^  murder  of  six  people.  The  ensuing 
tnvestigaion  Is  lead  b/  three  very  different  de^eaivei.  One.  Bud  White,  a  detective 
with  a  soft  spot  for  ■/>ctl mired  women,  Ed  Exley.  a  tquesky  clear,  young  cop  with 
bfg  ambitioni;  and  the  final  is  jack  SAncenncj.  who  takes  payoffs  from  a  scandal 
magaz>ne  to  perform  drug  busts  on  MoUywood  stars.  The  investigation  takej  so 
many  twists  and  tumj  it  it  sometimes  hard  to  keep  track  of  what  is  going  on  and 
where  Che  movie  iscaktng  you.  tfyour  mind  wanders  and  you  stop  paying  attention 
anytime  during  the  movte  (and  \  couWnft  imagine  wtry  you  would)  it  will  be  hard 
to  catch  up  with  the  ptoL 

A  £^eat.  and  somewhat  risky,  choice  by  the  direciof  Curtii  Hanson  was  cttiing 
two  actors  nelativefy  unknown  in  North  America.  Rutsdl  Crowe  and  Guy  Pearce, 
in  the  ttarring  rotes  of  White  and  E)dcy.  By  choosing  aaors  that  have  little 
reputation  preceding  them  we  get  to  know  the  characters  in  the  movie  just  as 
you  get  CO  know  charaaers  v/hen  you  read  a  book.  This  makes  the  nxMc  better 
than  If  two  known  actors  had  taken  these  rofcs.  because  a  reputation  might  have 
gotten  in  the  way  of  creating  these  two  charaaers. 

Although  the  movie  boasts  flawless  performances  from  its  entire  ensemble  cast, 
two  stood  out  in  my  mind  above  all  the  others.  Kevin  Spacey.  as  Jack  Vincennes, 
and  Russell  Crowe.  In  a  star  making  performance,  as  Bud  White.  Spacey,  who 
usually  piays  charactes-s  either  evil  {The  Umd  Suspects),  or  pjychotk:  (Sertn)  proves 
hinnseff  incapable  of  being  type  cast  with  this  role.-  In  this  movie  he  has  a  role 
smaller  than  expected  considering  his  top  billing,  yet  his  presence  carries 
throughout  the  movie.  And  as  afways  he  out-acts  everyone  else  and  is  a  joy  to 
watch  on  the  screen.  Russcil  Crowe's  character  might  seem  merely  brutal  and 
calkms  at  times,  but  that  is  just  because  his  character  has  a  different  sense  of 
morality  and  justice  than  normal  men.  Crowe's  performance  shifts  from  merely 
good  to  great  vW>en.  In  certain  scenes,  his  acttons  telt  one  story  while  his  eyes 
convey  the  true  emotions  of  his  character. 

The  combination  of  at  least  five  certKiably  great  performances,  top  notch  directing, 
one  of  the  great  story  lines  of  recent  years,  and  even  a  subtle  sense  of  humor 
makes  LA.  Confidentiaf  one  of  the  most  entertaining  movies  I've  ever  seen.  For 
these  reasons,  you  are  unlikely  to  see  an  all-around  better  movie  this  year.  Expect 
to  see  this  movie  mentioned  quite  a  few  tinges  when  Oscar  nominations  are 
given  out  in  February;  it  deserves  to  be  decorated  with  many  awards.

Clooney  in  a  uniform  is  one  fine  work  of  art?  For  two  houra  we  get  to  enjoy 
George  running,  walking,  fighting,  shooting,  bleeding  and  generally  saving  the 
world  from  nuclear  destruction,  alt  the  while  looking  damn  sexy.  But,  1  suppose 
this  Is  a  movie  review,  and  on  a  far  less  superficial  level,  The  Peacemaker  is  also 
a  carefully  orchestrated  film.  Direaed  by  Mimi  Leder,  the  story  Involves  the 
theic  of  nuclear  weapons  from  Russia  by  a  crazed  Bosnian  nationalist  with  a  ven- 
detca  against  American  Peacemakers.  Enter  George  Clooney,  our  hero,  as  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Thomas  Devoe  and  Nicole  Kidman  as  Dr.  Julia  Ketly.  a  nuclear 
scientist  and  the  acting  head  of  the  White  House  Nuclear  Snniggllng  Group. 
Together  this  dynamic  duo  becomes  Involved  in  the  complex  manhunt  that  takes 
the  viewer  across  Eastern  Europe  and  to  the  final  climatic  confrontation  In  the 
streets  of  New  York  City.  It's  a  fun  movie  with  plenty  of  suspense  and  action, 
along  with  particularly  good  music  by  Hans  Zimmer.  Although  It  may  not  satisfy 
the  purist  film  student,  it  sure  made  us  happy. 
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Wtm  Wenders  is  a  Snazzy  Dresser 

but  his  film  The  End  of  Violence  is  a  disappointment

One  week  later.  Town  Hall  was  filled  near  ca- 
pacity in  anticipation  of  tt>e  famous  German  di- 
rector and  his  new  feature  (which  didn't  appear 
tn  the  film  festival).  The  EndofVhicncc  Several 

viewers  said  that  they  were  hoping  for  "a  repeat  of  Wing%  of  Desi/e.  my  very  favourite  film!!"  Others 
simply  wanted  a  "less  dt$iointed  UnUt  the  £nd  of  the  WorkT.  The  danger  with  comparisons,  however, 
becanw  evident  by  the  bme  the  credits  of  77m;  End  ofYioience  roiled. 

So  loosely  structured  that  it  faJls  apart.  Wender's  film  both  fails  to  elicri  emooonal  responses  and  to 
inspire  intellecujal  Meas.  Several  pk>cs  seem  to  be  woven  into  a  story,  but  the  proposed  main  theme  of 
modem-day  surveillance  systems  eradicating  any  notion  of  private  life  remains  only  an  abstract  concept 
lost  in  the  plot  lines.  The  speculation  of  violence  in  regard  to  surveillance  is  a  theme  that  recurs  in  the 
cinema  of  the  past  few  decades,  but  the  anget-faced  Gabriel  Byme  proves  far  less  a  threat  tfon  Demnw's 
psychological  monster  Buffalo  Silt  or  the  Nazi  sol  Wers-tumed -secret  agents  in  post-war  German  cin- 
ema. 

Inside  the  soundtrack  cover,  a  broken  up  statement  attempts  to  summarize  the  film's  imencions:  "You're 
a  cop/  define  violence/  fear  absence  of  love/  emotional  revenge".  The  phmjtrve  assessment  of  surveil- 
lance, violence  and  enrvotion  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  This  explains  why  the  soundtrack  Is  so  tncred- 
Ibk:. 

With  musicians  from  DJ  Shadow  to  Sincad  O'Connor  to  Roy  Orbison.  The  End  of  Vtolence  Soundtrack 
is  far  more  interesting  than  the  film  itself.  The  film's  compaser,  Ry  Cooder.  who  also  scored  Wenders" 
successful  Paris.  Texat  in  1984.  has  his  feature  track.  "Define  Violence"  opening  the  sound- 
track. Songs  of  special  note  are  the  crooning  duet  "I'm  Not  Your  Boby"  by  Bono  and  Sinead. 
Tom  Wi^ts  wrote  the  song  "Little  Drop  of  Poison"  cspeciafly  for  the  film.  Michael  Stipe  co- 
wrote  "Injured  Bird"  with  fellow  Athens-ite  Vic  Chestnut,  which  v*fasn't  released  until  this 
film. 

The  soundtrack  is  almost  as  exciting  as  the  score  of  Unu7  the  End  of  the  World.  Wenders  has 
a  great  track  record  of  musical  film  scores,  but  his  recent  feature  may  be  the  nwk  of  his 
down-hill  turn  as  a  director.  I  think  Charles,  schmooze- man.  wouW  agree  that  although  the 
call  from  Maria  M.  was  drilling,  the  Innis  Herald  provided  us  much  more  aesthetic  pleasure 
by  giving  us  the  CD. 

I  wish  I  could  tell  you  how  sophisticated,  how  lovely  Mr  Wenders  himself  ts,  but  he  left  a 
crowd  of  us  waiting  to  speak  to  him.  Perhaps  he  didn't  want  to  hear  the  questtons  had. 
He  did,  hovrtver.  have  a  sharp  European  jacket  and  a  shoa  buzz  cut.  for  any  tr\je  fans  v/ho 
still  admire  him.

Ok,  admit  it.  You're  sick  of  the  Jays  losing.  Like  ^  majority  of  the  pc^tation,  you  have  little  interest  in 
^at  fatally  flawed  expcrirrwm  called  the  CFL  And  you  groan  inwardly  anytime  the  words  "Maple 
Leaf"  are  uttered.  So.  if  you  are  a  sports  fan  in  Toronto,  you  may  direct  your  hopes  for  a  successful 
sports  franchise  towards  the  flegling  Toronto  Raptors.  We've  all  heard  Isiah  Thomas  preach  about  how 
the  Dlnosaura  are  headed  to  the  playoffs.  My  suggestion — don't  bet  on  it. 

Why  am  I  so  grim?  Well,  there  are  three  main  reasons  why  the  B^>tors  have  little  or  no  chance  of 
making  the  playoff.  What  follows  is  my  list  of  things  to  foe  before  Tbronto  and  Stoudamire  will  reach 
the  promised  land  which  Utah  has  conquered  twice — the  NBA  playoffs. 
Location  is  everytWng. 

Before  getting  optimistic  about  the  possibittties  for  next  season,  look  closely  at  the  competition  the 
Raptors  f^e  in  the  Eastern  conference.  There  are  15  teans,  andall  but  three  of  dusete^rtsTmlshed 
with  better  records  than  Toronto.  To  catch  even  the  ei^th  playoff  spot  the  ftaptors  would  have  to 
vastly  improve  their  record.  Cleveland,  for  exanr^.  finished  their  season  with  a  42-40  record  yet 
were  still  squeezed  out  of  the  playoffs.  This  high  standard  makes  for  some  fierce  competition  with 
teams  like  Chicago,  Miami,  New  Yoric,  Atlanta.  Detroit  and  Charlotte  being  regular  visitors  to  the 
Skydome.  There  is  a  really  serious  gap  bctvreen  even  second  tier  teams  like  Indiana  (whom  the  Raptors 
have  never  beaten)  and  the  Milwaukee  Bucks  (33-49, 3- 1  vs.  Rapton).  Most  disaf^inting  was  th^  the 
Raptors  were  swept  I S-67  by  Boston.  Tbronto  has  a  long,  kmg  nnountaln  to  climb  with  giants  vtraidng  to 
push  ihem  down. 
Plug  the  gaping  hole  in  tfie  middle. 

Ni^  in  and  ni^t  out  the  Raptors  are  hurt  badly  by  their  lack  of  an  inside  presence.  The  team  has  no 
true  center.  Sharone  Wright  is  plagued  by  chronic  back  problems  a/Ki  and  was  Injured  in  a  car  accident 
this  summer  Oliver  "will  play  Tu«day  for  burger  today"  Miller  has  his  best  days  behind  him  and  Zan 
Tabak  is  perpetually  injured.  Clifford  Rozier  has  hands  of  stone  and  doesn't  understajKJ  the  concept  of 
moving  quickly.  He  does  work  hard  and  is  a  halfway  decent  defender  but  a  Patrick  Ewing  or  Alonzo 
Mourning  can  exploit  him  any  day.  Until  the  Raps  get  some  decent  help  in  the  middle,  they  will  have  no 
real  ability  to  play  half  court  defense. 
Build  the  bench. 

One  problem  with  the  Raptors  is  that  their  starters  are  called  upon  xo  ptay  endless  minutes.  Stoudamtre 
played  40-9  minutes  per  game  {4th  in  the  NBA),  Doug  Oirisite  plz^  38.6  minutra.  Walt  Williams 
36.3  (which  would  have  been  higher  if  be  didn't  lead  the  league  in  Dqs)  and  Camby  played  30. 1  min- 
utes. As  a  result  the  Raps  lost  a  bt  of  ctese  games  when  the  starters  died  out.  and  v«re  7- 1 0  in  games 
deckJed  by  3  points  or  less,  and  I  i  -23  In  games  decided  by  1 0  points  or  less.  Wghi  now  the  only  decent 
backups  come  at  the  power  forward  spot — Carlos  Rogers  has  improved  substantially  and  Popeye 
Jones  IS  a  hard  vrt>rker.  The  backcoun  Is  very  weak.  Hubert  Davis  was  a  total  fbp.  The  backup  point 
guard  (Doug  Christie)  is  the  starting  2-guard  The  on'y  true  guard  off  the  bench  Is  Shawn  Respert,  svho 
has  neither  the  skills  to  play  the  point  nor  the  si70  to  play  the  big  guard  spot.  The  backup  small 
forward.  Tracy  McGrady.  has  never  played  a  college  basketball  game.  and.  while  talented,  \v\l\  be  twd- 
pressed  to  succeed.  Kobe  &o^(  had  real  problems  in  LA.  and  jermaine  O'NeaJ  was  a  bust  in  Portland, 
There  has  been  tittle  indication  (besides  the  superb  success  of  Kevin  Gamett)  that  high  schoolers  are 
ready  for  the  NBA.  Finally,  before  addressing  the  backup  center.  Thomas  shoukf  find  a  starter. 
Things  aren't  all  grim,  Tlw  Raptors  have  a  solid  nucleus  of  young  talent  which  is  hungry  to  win.  Their 
coach  is  a  good  motivator  and  the  GM  Is  one  of  the  best  in  the  league.  With  all  that  in  mind  I'd  be  very 
pleased  if  the  Raptors  won  35-40  games  this  year,  and  surpassed  the  Bucks  to  move  out  of  the  base- 
ment- The  playoffs,  however,  are  a  can-ot  being  dangled  in  the  noses  of  the  public  to  encourage  them 
to  shell  out-  It's  in  the  distance,  but  a  couple  of  years  off-  Until  then...Uie  Argoj  are  doing  well  this 
year.,-
